The commit- 
tee will winnow down a field of 
44 applicants to a small group of

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Clinton man found dead in Lowell Junction woods

Andover police are working with 
other Massachusetts departments to 
find the killer or killers of a Clinton 
man found near Burtt Road last week. 
murdered by a severe trauma to the 
head. 

The body of Julio B, Suarez, 56, was 


found in the Lowell Junction area of 


South Andover last Thursday, Feb. 16. 
Mr. Suarez was found by four Genetics 
Institute employees who first “thought 


they saw a pile of clothes by the side of 


the road,” according to Andover Detec 


tive Sgt. Kevin Winters. 

The four employees were out for a 
lunch-time walk. Genetics security 
notified Andover police at 12:40 p.m. 

Although Mr. Suarez had a history 
of drug-related activity, and police here 
are working with Clinton’s drug unit 
on the case, Sgt. Winters could not say 
whether the murder was a result of a 
drug deal gone sour. 

“We don’t even know that drugs 
could be involved in this,” he said. “We 
can't say that. We just have to do the 
leg work now. Who saw him last? 


Where was he last?” 

Sgt. Winters said someone heard 
Mr. Suarez leave his home early 
Wednesday morning. 

The body was found within 300 feet 
of 1-93, but Sgt. Winters said that 
fences, guard rails, trees and shrubs 
prevented access from the highway to 
the area. He would not comment on 
whether tire tracks had been left near 
the body. 

“We feel sometime during the night 
or early morning hours (of Thursday, 
Feb. 16), he was put there. But we’re 


trying to figure out why he was in 
Andover,” said Sgt. Winters. “We have 
no idea why that particular spot was 
chosen.” 

A medical examiner was on the 
scene before Mr. Suarez’ body was 
moved. Police would not divulge the 
cause of death for fear of damaging the 
investigation. 

Andover police are working with 
the state police, investigators in the 
Worcester County district attorney’s 
office, and the Clinton drug and inves- 
tigating units on this case.

COMPLEX EXTRACTIONS 


Unlike a simple extraction which involves teeth that have 
erupted, complex extractions are required for teeth that do not 
lend themselves simply to being loosened and extracted in one 
piece. Teeth in this latter category include severely malposed 
(crooked or misaligned) teeth, as well as teeth that have failed to 
erupt. Complex extractions may be performed under either local 
or general anesthesia. If the tooth to be extracted is partly or 
completely unerupted, the dentist will likely find it necessary to 
cut through the gums to gain access before sectioning (cut into 
pieces) the tooth for removal.

Recovery, reality and 
rehabilitation is her business

A young student panics, not able to 
remember anything as the teacher 
passes out the exam. A senior citizen, 
though receiving physical therapy 
after a paralyzing stroke, remains 
reclusive and depressed, unable to 
come to terms with the disability. 
Dependent on alcohol, a middle-aged 
adult knows it is time to do some- 
thing. 

Specializing in addiction problems, 
individual counseling and recovery 
groups, Hermine M. Cleary opened her 
new business December 1, at 35 Essex 
St., to help people in these situations, 

Ms. Cleary, a licensed rehabilita- 
tion counselor and registered nurse, 
spent nine years working with recov- 
ery programs, the last year and a half 
specifically in addiction counseling. 

She offers both group- and individ- 
ual-counseling services for adults, 
adolescents, family members and the 
elderly, in substance abuse, rehabili- 
tation, parenting and study skills, 

“A person with a substance abuse 
problem is taking a tremendous risk in 
seeking treatment,” said Ms. Cleary. 
“Only a person who risks is free.” 

Ms. Cleary uses reality therapy in 
many cases to help people through 
their problems. 

“We don’t go into a lot of insight,” 
she said. 

Instead, she works to identify the 
specific problem with her client, then 
together they come up with a strategy 
to correct the behavior. 

With a disability, people often focus 
on what ability was lost, she said. 

“My first question is, “Tell me what 
you can do. What can we build on?’ ” 
said Ms. Cleary. 

Ms. Cleary offers sessions for the 
families of substance abusers, parent- 
ing group sessions and study-skills 
counseling. Fees are client negotiable. 

An honors graduate from Salem 
State College, Ms. Cleary spent nearly 
fifteen years in nursing prior to

Genetics wil! appeal ruling for Amgen’s EPO product 


Genetics Institute Inc., which has 
manufacturing facilities on Burtt Road 
in Andover, announced recently it 
would appeal a decision by the U.S. 
District Court that would stop it from 
using its U.S. patent ’837 against com- 
petitor Amgen Inc.’s homogeneous 
EPO product. 

EPO is a pharmaceutical product 
used to treat anemia primarily associ- 
ated with kidney disease. 

On Feb. 14, Judge William G. Young 
found for Amgen, declaring a prior 
decision of the Court of Appeals for the 
Federal Circuit precludes Genetics 


Institute from asserting claims of its 
837 patent against Amgen. 

“We believe we made a significant 
contribution to the discovery and 
development of EPO and we will appeal 
Judge Young’s decision,” said 
Lawrence V. Stein, general counsel 
and senior vice president for Genetics 
Institute. 

In March 1991, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals reversed the decision of the 
same Massachusetts District Court and 
held that Genetics Institute's EPO 
patent (the '195 patent) was invalid and 
unenforceable against Amgen, In June 


1994 the ’837 patent was issued by the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 


Genetics Institute then sued Ortho 
Pharmaceutical Corporation, an 
Amgen licensee, and certain of Ortho’s 
affiliates in the U.S. District Court of 
Delaware claiming that Ortho’s manu- 
facture, use and sale of EPO infringes 
the ’837 patent. In September 1994, 
Amgen sued Genetics Institute in the 
U.S. District Court in Massachusetts 
seeking to declare that the '837 patent 
is invalid and unenforceable against 
Ameen.

has happened, It’s happened before, It’s 
happened about a half dozen times in 
the last 10 years,” said Mr. Penney.

Developers revise Sterlin

Developers of the proposed Sterling 
Oakes subdivision presented revised 
preliminary plans to the Conservation 
Commission Tuesday night, Feb. 21, 
reducing by two the proposed number 
of lots on the site and the impact on 
existing wetlands, 

“I think the way to go about this is 
the way that has the least impact,” said 
Richard Rubino, of Sterling Develop- 
ment Co. 

The developers originally wanted to 
build a 14-lot subdivision on the 21-acre 
parcel located off Rocky Hill Road, but 
were repeatedly thwarted by decisions 
of both the Planning Board and the 
Board of Health over the past eight 
months. 

Preliminary plans for the 14-lot sub- 
division were first rejected by the Plan- 
ning Board last July because of the 
board’s concern over wetlands, road 
conditions and public safety. 

More recently, the Board of Health 
disapproved the definitive plan for 


habitation is an option, Mr. Penney said 
it may be difficult for his department to 
determine which building or buildings 
are responsible for the problem.

“It’s a question of a malfunctioning 
sewer line that no one has stepped for- 
ward to take responsibility for,” he said.

According to Steve Colyer, planning 
director, waivers for reduced pave- 
ment widths were given limited consid- 
eration in the past, only in very unusu- 
al circumstances, 

“We have never recommended a 
waiver for retaining walls,” he said, 
due to concerns of the public works 
department. 

Also during that Feb, 7 hearing, 
developers indicated that they were 
somewhat less than eager to consider 
reducing the number of lots in the sub- 
division.

Free computers, staff training possible 


Gerald Silverman working on deal to brin

Selectman Jerry Silverman is work. 
ing with the TCI cable company to 
establish an educational computer 
technology center at Andover High 
School, and to bring what he calls “a 
tremendous amount of (free) equip- 
ment” into the Andover schools. A 
sealed deal will also mean TCI will pay 
for teachers to be trained on this new 
technology, he said. 

“We're talking about probably tele- 
vision sets in every room in the school 
system, but not with commercials,” 
said Mr. Silverman. 

If TCI and Andover officials agree to 
create a regional technology center here, 
students will be able to access education- 
al programming from around the world 
through a network link with TCI’s cen- 
tral technology center in Colorado,

systems, said Mr. Silverman has “just 
begun to scratch the surface on what’s 
available.” He speculated the deal 
might mean free cabling, video equip- 
ment and satellite dishes for the 
schools, but he was quick to point out 
that “what (officials) are talking about 
is conceptual at this point.” 

“The real key is to try to get a com- 
mitment from TCI,” said Mr. Silverman. 

Mr. Silverman has been working 
with Robert Carr, general manager of 
the local TCI station, to bring to 
Andover the head official from TCI’s 
Kast Coast operation, 

“Apparently there are several pilot 
programs around the country that are 
about to be funded and Jerry would 
like Andover to be one of them,” said 
Selectman Larry Larsen. 

Mr. Silverman said there are a hand- 
ful of educational technology centers 


nesses then. However, Mr. Penney said

Two hours later the Conservation 
Commission voted to continue the pub- 
lic hearing as residents voiced their 
concerns over wetlands, drainage and

sooner if student population warrants. 
While seats will be added to Andover 

High School and two elementary schools 

under this plan, there will be no addi- 

tions or renovations to Andover’s mid- 

dle schools. Committee members say 


there has been no formal discussion of 


adding rooms to these schools. 

According to Dick Neal, interim 
superintendent of schools, until the sec- 
ond phase of this plan is implemented, 
elementary students at West and San- 
born schools will also continue to be 
taught in specialty rooms (rooms meant 
to be art or music rooms, for instance) 
out of necessity. 

Elementary students are currently 
being taught in specialty rooms, so this 
does not represent a new development. 

School Committee member Bill Hus- 
ton said, “Allegedly they’re not going to 
touch the music and art classrooms” 
designed for South, and the architects 
are currently looking to move the new 
computer lab into library space to create 
more rooms. 

Here’s the committee’s reasoning for 
supporting the current project: 

* Dick Muller, School Committee 
chairman, said one of the most 


important aspects of the plan is that the 
State will pay ‘60 cents on the dollar” for 
millions of dollars in renovation pro- 
jects at South, Sanborn and the High 
School that the town otherwise would 
have paid for on its own. 

Approximately $12 million in renova- 
tion is included in the $40.5-million 
phase one, 

* Committee members have said 
school officials shouldn’t change the 
plan because there are one or two larger 
classrooms at a certain school, since the 
current plan takes a look at the entire 
system and at long-term population 
changes. The committee does not want 
to overreact to what may be a blip on the 
screen. Members argue that in just a few 
years a different school may have the 
larger classroom sizes, 

* Committee members do not support 
adding two classrooms onto Sanborn 
now for several reasons. Members said 
they are not convinced these rooms will 
have a significant impact on crowding, 
but they are more concerned about the 
constraints of an operating budget they 
are still trying to cut for next year. 

“T understand that everyone wants 
the numbers to come down, but two 
classrooms isn’t going to significantly 


change that,” said committee member 
Mary Lyman. 

“We can't afford right now to even staff 
additional classrooms,” said Mr. Muller. 
“That's a part of the equation that people 
have to understand and look at.” 

* Jim Marsh, building committee 
chairman, is one of those people who 
has pushed to add two classrooms to 
Sanborn during the current phase. 

He said he is unsure that the town 
will approve another override and 
believes the two classrooms can work as 
a temporary Band-Aid solution. 

He also said he does not believe the 
state will reimburse Andover until six- 
to-eight years after Andover submits its 
plan to add six classrooms onto San- 
born, because the state will give the pro- 
ject a low priority. 

“You take all of these things into play 
and it’s not going to be a pretty picture,” 
he said. 

Ms. Lyman said she has heard differ- 
ent stories regarding state reimburse- 
ment from different people, and would 
like to see in writing that the state will 
reimburse Andover for adding two 
classrooms to Sanborn now. 

“That's the red herring. Who's talk- 
ing to whom and who has the authority 


to say where we are on the list?” said 
Ms. Lyman. 

Mr. Muller said that adding the two 
classrooms now “would exacerbate the 
problem” and give Sanborn an even low- 
er priority when classrooms need to be 
added in the future. 

- Although there has been no public 
discussion of adding onto the middle 
schools, committee members said in the 
fall that they planned to discuss that pos- 
sibility this spring. According to Mr. 
Muller, because middle school teachers 
switch rooms every period, the middle 
schools have more flexibility than the 
elementary schools to deal with high 
student enrollment. 

Early childhood center 

The school administration has not yet 
decided where it will put the early child- 
hood center next year, The center is cur: 
rently located in Shawsheen School, but 
some parents are concerned there will not 
be enough room for it there once school 
enrollment reaches capacity. 

However, Denise Littlefield, interim 
assistant superintendent, said unless 
the number of students in the early 
childhood program “increases dramati- 
cally,” there is enough room at Shaw- 
sheen for the program to remain there.

Community needs to communicate more

A few weeks ago in this space I 
wrote, in “letters to my daughter,” 
about a time when my brother’s then- 
baby daughter was coming unglued 
in a restaurant, crying hysterically 
about something none of us could fig- 
ure out. It turned 
out the waitress 
had by mistake 
removed the 
baby’s new plas- 
tic Cracker Box 
ring when she 
cleared the table. | 
My brother 3 
stayed calm, fF 
picked up the 
wailing baby, 
cuddled her and rubbed her back 
until she could speak, and then he 
had his reward: Carson was able to 
tell him the problem, 

There are some people in 
Andover who need their backs 
rubbed so they can be soothed 
enough to bridge some gaps and fur- 
ther communication. 

I was looking over last week’s 
paper, wondering what I wanted to 
write about this week. By the time | 
got to page 28, I knew the subject | 
wanted to write about: communica- 
tion, lack thereof, and learning to be 
more user-friendly, 

“Parents want cooperation on stu- 
dent crowding,” the headline says, 
and the story goes on to say parents 
“feel betrayed” that only two class- 
rooms are being added to South and 
Sanborn elementary schools, Some 
parents say the School Committee is 
“unresponsive” to them. One parent 
even said she thought since she 
helped elect School Committee mem- 
bers, they should now listen to their 
constituents. 

Now switch to the School Com- 
mittee. Mind you I haven't talked 
with any of them about this, but, it 
must feel pretty terrible to volunteer 
countless hours for the town, spend 
hours on the phone, take time away

from family and play in order to 
solve the education problems of 
Andover, And then people say nasty 
things about your behavior, 

“Neighbors don’t want to be shut 
out,” cries the headline on page 27 of 
last week’s paper, a story about 
neighbors of Rec Park who, it 
sounds to me, fear they won’t have 
enough input in what happens to the 
park in their neighborhood. 

“Residents petition for commission 
on disability,” the headline on page 28 
reads, Seems a group of Andover resi- 
dents with disabilities want the sup- 
port of their community and have 
asked the town to form a commission 
that would address the problems of 
the disabled, again, in terms of 
Andovei’s ability to listen and 
respond to another group: the dis- 
abled. [See editorial on same subject.] 

From a distance, I can see we are 
all asking for the same thing: Please 
hear me, I have some concerns, | 
want to address someone who will 
listen to my problems, I need to be 
able to believe that someone will 
take me seriously, listen to me and 
respond. I need to know that the 
group to whom I need to speak will 
not bury my concerns in that 
group's already unrealistic work 
agenda. 

Also from a distance, I can imag- 
ine what some groups — perhaps the 
School Committee, the School Build- 
ing Committee, the Board of Select- 
men, the Andover Community 
Youth Center project members — 
hear when the people with concerns 
address them: “I came to this meet- 
ing after putting in a hard day at the 
office. I didn’t even get dinner at 
home with my wife/husband. I am 
worried about my son’s math home- 
work, I am not even paid for this job, 
and that’s what it is, a job. And now 
these angry people out there are 
going to hold up the project, which is 
facing a deadline, and I don't know 
what to do about their concerns. 
This board can’t possibly answer 


everyone’s concerns.” 

Conflict resolution, listening 
skills, breaking projects into man- 
ageable pieces, we need all of those 
skills here. 

Selectman Larry Larsen is good at 
conflict resolution. He understands 
the value of getting into a room and 
talking it out. He has hosted (out of 
his pocket, I might add) many a 
breakfast at the Lanam Club. He 
brings together groups that are hav- 
ing trouble communicating and he 
gently moderates a roundtable dis- 
cussion that almost always moves 
the groups off dead center, 

Excuse me for a little unsolicited, 
untrained, amateur psychoanalysis, 
but I suppose how we adults handle 
differences of opinion depends great- 
ly on what happened in our families 
when we were kids. So keep in mind 
that negotiating is very difficult for 
some, easier for others. 

Nevertheless, we could use some 
help in Andover with conflict resolu- 
tion, and listening and responding-to 
skills, 

We need to be creative listeners. If 
a group, say the parents who feel the 
School Committee isn’t responsive 
to them, expresses some concerns, 
then hear them and say back to them 
what you heard them say: “I hear 
you have some concerns that we are 
not responsive to you. Perhaps we 
could meet 45 minutes early at our 
next meeting and devote that time to 
your concerns. Would that be help- 
ful?” 

You bet it would. It would take 
away the fear of the board not listen- 
ing to parents’ concerns, it would 
turn concerned parents into School 
Committee cheerleaders. (“I know 
they heard me. I feel better. What a 
good group.”) 

And it would turn Andover into a 
more user-friendly community. 

We'll get there. We just need to 
take a deep breath and remember 
there are ways to address everyone’s 
concerns.

More guidance is : 


needed for youth center 


Editor, Townsman: 

Why were the Board of Selectmen 
and the town manager so surprised by 
the $3 million price tag presented to 
them by the Youth Council for the pro- 
posed youth center? Didn't they know 
where this project was headed? If the 
selectmen and the town manager had 
given more guidance and set clearer 
parameters for the Youth Council, this 
important initiative would not be in 
jeopardy today. Instead, there are 
many issues unresolved. 

The neighbors of Recreation Park, 
who have publicly expressed safety, 
conservation and fiscal concerns for 
many months, have not been included 
in the process. Now the project has 
become too big, the kids are disap- 
pointed and Recreation Park is at risk 
of becoming an overdeveloped 
afterthought. Any good management 
team would have seen this coming. 

Recreation Park is Andover’s 
largest publicly-owned park land, 
While we can all agree that we need a 
youth center, do we want it at any cost? 
Besides the dollars involved, what 
about the loss of the park and its origi- 
nal purpose? The Youth Council, in 


to change the charter of our park from 
passive recreation to active education 
through a legislative act. This is not a 
small issue as those involved would 
have us believe. Such a legislative 
change could lead the way for more 
construction in the park in years to 
come. A 28,000-square-foot structure, 
30-40 concrete parking spaces, less 
trees and open space - is this what we 
really want in Recreation Park?

Act now to revise 
school building plan 


Editor, Townsman: 

The School Committee does not 
believe that Andover needs additional 
elementary classrooms at this time, 
based on student population growth pro- 
jections for the next five academic years 
of 1.91, -0.83, 1.85, 0.57, and -0.71 percent. 
However, it is difficult to feel secure that 
these numbers will accurately reflect 
our classroom needs when actual popu- 
lation growth over the past six years has 
averaged 3.24 percent each year (with 
annual increases ranging from 1.83 to 
4.76 percent). 

On Feb. 7, the Townwide PTO Task- 
force on Klementary Overcrowding 
requested the School Committee to 
redesign the use of space at South 
School and to approve the addition of 
two classrooms to the renovation pro- 
ject scheduled later this year at San- 
born School. The current building plan 
at South School adds four new class- 
rooms but also converts two existing 
classrooms to other purposes. Upon 
construction completion, the average 
size of four of the six grade levels at 
South School will experience an imme- 
diate and notable increase. Moving the 
location of the computer lab and other 
administrative space to internal areas 
of the building would result in a net 
gain of four instead of two classrooms. 
Approving these design changes prior 
to construction is an inexpensive and 
sensible way to reduce unsatisfactory 
class sizes. The proposed renovations 
for Sanborn School do not include any 
additional classrooms, Amending these 
plans to include two classrooms would 
further alleviate system-wide over- 
crowding for a Significantly lower 
price than adding such rooms later as 
part of a separate project. 

Furthermore, the addition of two 
classrooms onto the left wing of the 
building now would be consistent with 
the School Committee’s long-range 
plans to expand Sanborn School in the 
next three to five years, 


meeting, Chairman (Dick) Muller 
spoke about his commitment to the 
concept of balanced schools (schools 
containing the same number of Class- 
rooms for each grade), and his opposi- 
tion to adding classrooms to the cur- 
rent plan for either school on the 
grounds that these changes would not 
result in balanced schools. The fact 
that none of our elementary schools 
have an equal number of classrooms 
for each grade does not reflect some 
philosophical deficiency, but rather the 
reality of variations in annual birth 
rates. Four additional classrooms 
would allow both schools greater flexi- 
bility in accommodating students born 
in peak years, 

Mr. Muller also spoke about the 
need to use our financial resources 
wisely. It is hard to balance the School 
Committee’s reluctance to take advan- 
tage of our present ability to economi- 
cally expand Andover’s elementary 
inventory by four rooms with their 
Stated intent to ask for more money to 
build additional classrooms at a much 
higher cost within a few years, 
Andover has an opportunity today to 
help relieve current and projected 
classroom overcrowding. | encourage 
our elected officials to act now to revise 
the existing school building plan and 
put the tax dollars of all residents to 
efficient and effective use. 

During the past few weeks, I have 
had the opportunity to serve on the 
Townwide PTO Taskforce. Parents 
from Andover’s five elementary 
schools have worked together to identi- 
fy and address concerns common to all 
in a positive manner. Discussions COV- 
ering numerous and complex issues 
have led me to believe the need for 
such a group will continue beyond the 
completion of the current building pro- 
ject. I strongly encourage parents of 
current and future elementary stu- 
dents to lend a portion of their time 
and energy to this group.

TREMBLAY EXPLAINS NEW SEPTIC LEGISLATION 
As of March 31 many homeowners in Andover must be pre- 
pared to have their bathrooms certified by Health Agent Dan 
Tremblay. Fortunately he will not have to approve the interior, 
but the underground septic systems. These upcoming certifica- 
tions are mandated by the new legislation, Massachusetts Title 5. 
In a seminar held last Saturday at Century 21 Carriage House, 
Tremblay described the details of Title 5. It stipulates that all 
a sale of the property, a change in foundation configuration, or 
a change in the septic system. These inspections will be performed by licensed contractors at an esti- 
mated cost ranging from $800 to $2,500. If code violations are found, the homeowner will be respon- 
sible for the cost of the upgrade. 
These new mandates are the result of concerns over contaminated ground water infiltrating com- 
munities’ drinking supplies. Tremblay cited that over half of the houses in Andover use a septic Sys- 
tem and 20-25% of those are faulty. Evidence of failing systems are unusual presence of surface 
water, odors, and toilet backups. 
Tremblay stresses that the Health Department wants to work in cooperation with Andover's resi- 
dents to correct these problems. He will be speaking at another free seminar at Century 21 Carriage 
Houses’ Sellers Saturday, February 25th from 10-12. In addition, Financial Planner Eileen Holtzman 
will discuss the 55 Year Old One Time Capital Gain Exclusion, Attorney Richard Carter will explain 
closing issues, and there will be video presentations on “How to Dress Your House for Success" and
